Far Tax

Here and there you will find some com- 


piaints against the city's Public Works De- 
partment proposed 10-\ear street improve- 
ment program but the proposition is built 
entirely on solid ground. If there 
is> 
any 


uncertainty in the plan, it is found in the 
financing and this could be no fault of the 
department. Even in this area, the plan 
could be well founded, depending upon ac- 
tion taken this year by the legislature in 
•providing cities with additional income from 
a % cent hike in the state gas tax. 


The Lincoln program depends heavily 


on this gas tax hike, expecting it to provide 


the city with an addi- 
tional 
$450,000 p e r 


year. This is the only 
speculative matter in 


•"•^™~ 
the program, necessi- 


tated by the fact that no one can tell what 
the Legislature will do. This plan, how- 
ever, should provide state senators with a 
strong sales pitch for the increased gas tax. 
The Unicameral can look at the Lincoln 
situation and the program advocated and 
clearly see that any additional gas tax 
funds are serving as a valuable primer. 


This should be one of the tests applied 


by the Legislature when it considers pro- 
grams of state aid of any nature to any 
other level of government. It ought to want 
some assurance that its funds arc going to 
provide incentive and not necessarily the 
entire answer to a problem. 


It is in this way that the greatest prog- 


ress can be made. It is in this way that 
local levels of government from the state 
and its relationships .with the federal gov- 
ernment on down can 'keep government 
in the hands of the people and still manage 
to meet the challenges of a social, economic 
and political order of growing sophistica- 
tion. 


*. 


The states, including Nebraska, can 


turn their backs on the municipalities they 
serve if they so desire but the consequences 
of this wiU be growing federal intervention. 
Already, it is plain to see that the larger 
metropolitan areas of the nation have en- 
tered into an unwritten but certain compact 
with Uncle Sam in a major attack upon 
urban problems. To date, the federal gov- 
ernment has taken only what might be de- - 
scribed as a partial interest in metropolitan 
street problems, confining itself to those 
streets that serve as part of federal high- 
way systems. But if the 
metropolitan 


areas become so choked with traffic that 
economic adversity is threatened, the fed- 
eral government ' will recognize the na-

tional nature of any such calamity and step 
into the open breach. 


Now, there are two thoughts to con- 


sider in connection with this. One is the 
question of local control, with which most 
people are adequately familiar. The other 
is just as obvious but seldom seems to re- 
ceive much consideration. If the federal 
government can see the national importance 
of metropolitan progress, isn't it even 
more logical that the states should recog- 
nize the state importance of that same prog- 
ress? Thus, it is not just to avoid federal 
intervention that our Legislature ought to 
approve such things as the % cent gas tax 
increase for cities, but rather, because 
there is merit at the state level in doing 
this. 


* 
The state, after all, is an entity of 


many parts and these parts include the 
metropolitan areas within that state. The 
state measures its own progress, prosper- 
ity and general well-being in terms of the 
state of affairs of its many parts. The 
state suffers when agriculture falters and 
the state suffers when urban centers 
struggle against strangulation. 


The state of Nebraska and the urban 


and rural areas of Nebraska are not three 
separate and distinct bodies, much less 
competitive. They arc one, just as an arm 
is an integral part of the whole man. 
Therefore, the state in aiding the units of 
government under it is only helping itself. 


In passing the gas tax increase, the 


seeding a $35 million 


program that does not 
contain one s i n g l e 
frill. The tremendous 
need for this program 
is demonstrated in the 


fact that it is entirely current, leaving the 
city no more than even with the board at 
the time of its completion. This is testimo- 
nial, too, to the wisdom of the city coming 
forth at this time with a plan of action 
and the determination to carry it out. 
Should the state refuse to provide more or 
enough gas tax funds, it would seem that 
the city would still have no choice but to 
proceed. 


This would require bonds, probably, 


and some means of paying them off, with 
the debt poorly extended beyond the time 
it would add any benefits. But further pro- 
crastination in the matter of major capital 
expenditures for streets will very soon be- 
gin to eat away at the stability and growth 
of Lincoln and the future welfare of its citi- 
zens.

A state's tax problems too often are 


• looked upon as a family affair, of no in- 
• terest or meaning to other states. But this 
t is not so. Neighboring or competitive states 
; are quick to note an advantage or a dis- 
* advantage. 


•> 
Currently there is a strong movement 


'. in the Iowa legislature to eliminate the 
; property tax on livestock. It is believed 
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that present levies place Iowa breeders and 
feeders at a disadvantage with their coun- 
terparts in Nebraska and Colorado. Most of 
the case is based on a comparison of taxes 
paid on cattle in Nebraska 


The Des Moines, Register cites the fig- 


ures for Cherry County which it describes 
as a big figure in the Nebraska range in- 
dustry. The Nebraska tax on a yearling 
steer was given as S3.11. Ranching on the 
west slope of Colorado pays a tax of $2.12 
a head. In contrast, the Iowa tax on range 
yearlings in Van Buren county is $4.50 a 
head. Competitively, the Register figures, 
the elimination of cattle from a tax levy 
would turn a $1.39 per head disadvantage 
to a $3.11 advantage over Nebraska. 


The Register then turns to feeder 


cattle. It takes Cuming County, Nebraska, 
where it says the tax on feeders is $1.20 
per head. It compares that tax with Clin- 
ton County, Iowa, where the feeder tax is 
$4.11 per head. 


Obviously the tax case is not based 


on equalization of the Iowa tax burden, but 
upon a competitive principle against Ne- 
braska. It wishes to improve the iowa 
economy by tax forgiveness which would 
give the meat industry in Iowa an edge 
over that of Nebraska U is a case of using 
taxes as ammunition in interstate eco- 
nomic \varfarc. 


This is a phase of taxation of which our 


legislature must be ever mindful in allo- 
cating its tax burden. 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 


dent Johnson is wrestling 
with the limitations of gov- 
ernment by consensus in the 
field of foreign policy.

After that it is a gamble.

A bill that would increase 


substantially the atmual fee, 
commonly known as the oc- 
cupational tax, paid by cor- 
porations was advanced to 
the floor by the Legislature's 
Revenue Committee Tuesday. 


The measure, LB42, intro- 


duced by Sen. Terry Carpen- 
ter of Seottsblnff, kri ira

Under the bill as amended, 


the total annual fees collect- 
ed would increase from the 
present $432,000 to an esti- 
mated 1733,500. 


Presently the occupational 


tax payment schedule rang- 
es from |S to a top of $2,500, 
depending on the size of the 
corporation. Under LB42, the 
schedule would range from 
$10 to $8,250. 


The bill received commit- 


tee approval on a 5-2 vote. 


The committee had been 


told at an earlier public hear 
ing that the increasing of the 
annul fees would seriously 
hamper efforts to attract In- 
dustry to Nebraska. 


However, 
the committee 


amended the bill extensively 
to take out some of the ob- 
jectionable features.

reported by Dr. James Par- 
rack- in the British Bridge 
Magazine. As usual, the doc- 
tor casts his favorite char- 
acter, Ffred, in the role of 
hero. 


It seems that Ffrcd, on 


this occasion, was playing in 
a team of four match and 
held the South hand. He was 
the dealer and opened with 
one spade. Now it is true that 
m o s t players would have 
opened the bidding with two 
spades with Ffred's hand, but 
Ffred was not often inclined 
to do what most players 
would do. 


West over/called with two 


diamonds and East jumped 


as a forcing voice. 


North then came to life and 


raised the ante to six hearts, 
which West doubled violently 
after two passes. West led 
the ace of diamonds. 


Ffred ruffed, of course, and 


played the long of hearts, 
East showing out. This com- 
plication, with West having 
all f o u r missing trumps, 
might have upset a different 
declarer, but Ffred, as usu- 
al, took the 4-0 break in 
stride. 


When he then cashed the 


ace of clubs and West 
dropped the queen on it, 
Ffred's face lit up like a 
Christmas tree. Situations like 
this were always a source of 
great joy to him and he pro- 
ceeded to make the contract 
in his usual bang-bang style. 


He led the six of hearts and 


finessed the eight, and then, 
after ruffing the jack of dia- 
monds with the queen of 
hearts, led the seven and 
finessed the ten. When Ffred 
now cashed the ace of hearts, 
he discarded the king of 
clubs on it, and he was then 
able to cash all of dummy's 
dubs, which brought him to 
twelve tricks. 


During the post-mortem, 


when Ffred was asked why 
he had not tried to develop 
the spades instead of the 
c l u b s , he replied, "What 
spades?"

It was endorsed 41-2, with 
Sens. Cecil Craft of N o r t h 
Platte and Clifton Batchelder 
v oting “ nay .” 
The resolution, No. 21, was 
introduced by Sen. Edward 
Danner of Omaha, the only 
Negro member of the Uni- 
ameral. It now goes to Presi­ 
dent J ohnson, Vice President 
H u b e r t H. Humphrey and 
each member of Congress. 
T h e resolution prompted 
ar-ranging arguments on Ne­ 
gro rights, federal interv en- 
ion and civ U liberties. 
Craft said it was intended 
0 allow the federal gov ern­ 
ment to take ov er the rights 
of the southern states at “ the 
point of a gun.” 
Denies Allegation 
Danner v igorously denied 
the allegation. He said it was 
only an ex pression of opinion 
on the part of the Nebraska 
Legislature on v oter registra­ 
tion rights. 
‘The intent is not to hav e 
he federal gov ernment march 
r 0 o p s into the south,” he 
s a i d . “ The federal gov ern­ 
ment, howev er, has a respon­ 
sibility to make sure that no 
citizen is denied the right to 
v ote.” 
Craft argued that, in fact, 
any n ew anti-discrimination

Terry Car­ 
penter, siding with Danner, 
adv ocated the use of federal 
troops in Alabama and Mis­ 
sissippi if state officials con­ 
tinue to refuse to allow Ne­ 
groes to register to v ote. 
He allowed that the consti­ 
tution and Negro education’ 
rights were obtained at the 
point of a gun, adding: “ If 
this is the only way to insure 
v o t i n g rights, I adv ocate 
bringing out the gun again.” 
Carpenter said any person 
who believ es in democracy 
should be in fav or of the reso­ 
lution. 
Changed Position 
Sen. Hal Bauer of Lincoln, 
an 
attorney ,

he 
changed his position on t h e 
resolution after learning that 
the 1963 Federal Civ U Rights 
Act does not protect v oter 
rights in state elections. 
Bauer had v oiced opposition 
to the resolution when it came 
up initially last week. He v ot­ 
ed for it Tuesday . 
Sev eral senators told of per­ 


sonal ex periences they had 
related to them regarding Ne­ 
gro attempts to register in 
Mississippi and Alabama. 
Sen. Marv in E. Stromer of 
Lincoln said a teacher friend, 
who specialized in constitu­ 
tional law, could not pass the 
v oter registration ex amination 
in Alabama. 
Sen. Dale L. Pay ne of Pa- 
pillion opined most of the Ne­ 
braska legislators could not 
pass the tests giv en Negroes 
in Mississippi.

The resolution prompted 


far-ranging arguments on Ne- 
gro rights, federal interven- 
tion and civil liberties. 


Craft said it was intended

Denies Allegation 


Danner vigorously denied 


the allegation. He said it was 
only an expression of opinion 
on the part of the Nebraska 
Legislature on voter registra- 
tion rights. 


"The intent is not to have 


the federal government march 
troops into the. south," he 
said. "The federal 'govern* 
ment, however, has a respon- 
sibility to make sure that no 
citizen Is denied the right to 
vote."

“ That means we couldn’t start work 
on seating until sometime in J une,” Dy e 
said. “ And that doesn’t give us a lot of 


time. This will have to be taken into ac­ 
count when a decision is made on pos­ 
sible seat additions.” 
Dy e said the decision will be made 
after his department meets with the board 
of regents, probably prior to the board’s 
meeting later this month. 
Dy e commented as University ticket 
manager J im Pittenger completed tabu­ 
lations on an advance ticket sale drive 
launched by the Regents to determine m- 
terest in further expansion of Memorial 
Stadium. 
Pittenger said 190 two-y ear advance 
season tickets, priced at $55, were sold 
during the drive. If more seats are not 
added to the stadium, the advance sea­ 


son ticket pay ments will be returned, he 
said 
Pittenger has some 3,700 orders for 
the 1965 football season which cannot be 
filled. These orders were placed before the 
two-y ear ticket package drive started. 
Board of Regents president Val Pet­ 
erson of Hastings say s he will suggest that 


5,0 0 0 seats, and possibly 1 0,0 0 0 , be added 
to the north end of the stadium where 
temporary bleachers now are located. 
There has been speculation construc­ 
tion of seating at the north end would 
require closing of the track around the 
football field, but Dy e said the track’s 
fate will not be known until the seat ad­ 
ditions, if any , are constructed. 


He said there is “ a good possibility ” 
portable seats similar to those used at the 
south end will be used to hang over the 
track. The portable scats could be re­ 
moved for a track meet. 
“ Any additional seating at the north 
end would hang over the track as does 
the south section,” Dy e said, “ So a deci­ 
sion on the track will have to be made 
after it is determined how much of the 
track is visible to the fans.” 
If the Memorial Stadium track is 
doomed, a whole new track facility would 
have to be constructed. Dy e said. He said 
a possible site for a new track has not 
been selected.

Dye Says Need Exists For Additional Seats 


. .. DESPITE LIMITED RESPONSE TO REGENTS ADVANCE SALE PLAN 


University of Nebraska athletic direc- 


tor Tippy Dye said Tuesday there obvious- 
1\ is a need for additional seats in the 
University's Memorial Stadium. 


But he said the Uaiversity will have 


to face a time problem if it is decided to 
expand the 44,SM-seat stadium. 


He said construction of any additional 


seating will have to wait until after the 
Big Eight and State High School track 
meets scheduled for tne stadium in May. 


"That means we couldn't start work 


on seating until sometime in June," Dye 
said, "And that doesn't give us a lot of 


time. This will have to be taken into ac- 
count when a decision is made on pos- 
sible seat additions." 


Dye said the decision will be made 


after his department meets with the board 
of regents, probably prior to the board's 
meeting later this month. 


Dye commented as University ticket 


manager Jim Pittenger completed tabu- 
lations on an advance ticket sale drive 
launched by the Regents to determine in- 
terest in further expansion of Memorial 
Stadium. 


Pittenger said 190 two-year advance 


season tickets, priced at $55, were sold 
during 'the drive. If more seats are not 
added to the stadium, the advance sea- 


son ticket payments will be returned, he 
said 


Pittenger has some 3,7*1 orders for 


the 1945 football season which caanot be 
filled. These orders were placed before the 
two-}ear ticket package drive started. 


Board of Regents president Val Pet- 


erson of Hastings says he will suggest that 
5,000 seats, and possibly 10,000, be added 
to the north end of the stadium where 
temporary bleachers now are located. 


There has been speculation construc- 


tion of seating at the north end would 
require closing of the track around the 
football field, but Dye said the track's 
fate will not be known until the seat ad- 
ditions, if any, are constructed. 


He said there is "a good possibility" 


portable seats similar to those used at the 
south end will be u«ed to hang over the 
track, The portable seats could be re- 
moved for a track meet. 


"Any additional seating at the north 


end would hang over the track as does 
the south section," Dye said, "So a deci- 
sion on the track will have to be made 
after it is determined how much of the 
track is visible to the fans." 


If the Memorial Stadium track is 


doomed, a whole new track facility would 
have to be constructed, Dye said. He said 
a possible site for a new track has not 
been selected.

STATE WILL UNDERTAKE 
LONG-RANGE ROAD TEST 


The first phase of a long- 
range study of v irtually all 
urban streets a n d county 
roads in Nebraska will start 
immediately. State Highway 
Engineer John Hossack an­ 
nounced Tuesday. 
It will be part of a national 
surv ey to plan for a federally 
aided highway program after 
completion of the Interstate 
system in 1972.

The first phase will be “Just 
bare statistics” with reports 
due to the Federal Bureau ol 
Roads by July 1, the engineer 
said.

The hig h court earlier 
found for Mrs. Fulmer, but 
agreed to rehear the case at 
the request of the state, 
Warren D. Lichty Jr., spe­ 
cial assistant attorney gener­ 
al, argued that a special in­ 
terest on a piece of land could 
not be separated from the to­ 
tal v alue of the land. 
And, Lichty said, the total 
v alue ol Mrs, Fulmer’s land 
was not altered by the con­ 
trol of adv ertising. 
He warned that an adv erse 
ruling could hav e far-reaching 
implications in other eminent 
domain proceedings. 
There could nev er again be 
an eminent domain case in 
wlilch the v alue of the land 
would stand alone, Lichty con­ 
tended. “There would always 
be something extra, extra, ex­ 
tra.” 
The high court took the case 
under adv isement.
